I control 
lice on 
my 
chickens”, is one of the standard ques­ 
tions asked the County Agent at this 
season of the year. 
Many chickens 
have been lost this year due to 
the 
owners neglecting to fight these in­ 
sects. 
During the 
hot 
summer 
months 
there is a tendency for poultry own­ 
ers to neglect their chickens in 
that 
they permit both the young and old 
stock to become infested with lice 
and the brooder and laying houses be­ 
come harboring places for mites. Ev­ 
ery poultry keeper should take suf­ 
ficient interest is the welfare of his 
tlock to protect 
them 
from 
these 
pests. 
Lice make their home and breed on 
the bird’s body. 
Hence, there 
are 
eradicating by treating the individual 
)irds. 
Mites harbor about the drop­ 
ping hoards and roosts during the day 
and attack the fowls at night w'hen 
they are on thp roosts. 
They 
are 
destroyed in the daytime by spray 
ing the roosting quarters. 
Lice are readily controlled by 
the 
application of sodium fluoride in pow­ 
dered form or it may be used effeo 
tively as a dip at the rate 
of 
one 
ounce to a gallon of water. 
In 
the 
¡Application 
of the former, the pinch 
method should bo used. 
This method 
is economical and effective. The chick­ 
ens should he held by the legs 
and 
placed in a tub, and pinches of 
the 
powder placed under the feahters ov­ 
er various parts of the body, 
using 
special care to apply the powder un­ 
der the wings and around the 
vent. 
By placing the cha kens in a tub, all 
the powder that falls nff will collect 
in the tub and can be used. 
This will 
save a great deal that would other­ 
wise be wasted.

Scaly Leg Mite 
The scaly leg mite that affects the 
legs of domestic fowls (chickens, tu r­ 
keys, pheasants, etc.) causes the legs 
of fowls to be 
covered 
with 
heavy 
scales and incrustations (scaly leg). 
This condition is produced by the mite 
nurrowing into the skin. 
The mites 
burrow and live in the skin, deposit­ 
ing their eggs in these channels. This

In spite of the growing importance 
of the specialized poultry farm and
